proper, to illuſtrate the Point in View, or the Subject 
treated of; for the very Name of a Parable (Tlapz6oa4,) im- 
plies no more than a Compariſon, or a transferring the 
Properties or Ideas, that are in one Subject, to another, in 
order to heighten and enliven that other the more to the 
Mind. 

An Emblem is the outward viſible Sign of an inward ſpi- 
ritual Thing ſignified by it; it is what we call an Herogly- 
phick, or ſacred Repreſentation of any Thing; which was 
the o/d Method of conveying and recording religious Know- 


ledge, (among the Hebrews firſt, and afterwards among the 


Heathens) before Writing was firſt revealed to Moſes * on the 
Mount ; which Method is „ii retained in the Scriptures; 
wherein 72zvifible Things are repreſented to us, by vi/ible, 
(Rom. i. 20,) and made apparent to Senſe, by /en/ible Re- 
preſentations, being imaged, as it were, and pictured to the 
Eye of the Mind, in the Objects of Senſe, An Emblem then 


is nothing more than a zatural Image; under which is 


couched ſomething ſpiritual; and by which, the Mind ſees, 
or has an Idea of, ſomething further intended, perond the

Chriſt and his Church are frequently repreſented in the 
Old Teſtament, as well as the Mew, under the expreſſive 
Emblems of the Vineyard and the Vine; (but pleaſe to ob- 
ſerve, that the Jew/h Church was the Church of Chrift 
under the Old Teſtament.) All we have to do then, in or- 
der to make the proper Applications of the Compariſon of 
the Fewih Church to the Vineyard, is to acquaint ourſelves 
with the zatural Circumſtances of the Vineyard, as deſcribed 
in Scripture: For Chri//, when he ſays, in the Words of <1 
the Text, I am the ine, ye are the Branches, plainly re- w 
fers us to Mature, and to our Senſes, for In/lrufiom; as the | 
Prophets + of Old frequently did, by familiar Allufions to 
natural Things, and Things that lay even before their Doors, 
as did their Vineyards, with which Paleſtine and udea every 
where abounded ; ſo that the People having theſe Leſſons 4

And alſo he made a Wine-Preſs therein * : Does not this 

Wine-Preſs allude to the Altar of the Temple, running 

with the Blood of the typical Sacrifices, as the Wine-Preſs 

ran with the Blood of the Grape, which was typical of 

Chriſt's Blood, ſhed upon the Altar of the Croſs, and was 

therefore, I ſuppoſe, called the Blood of the Grape ; and 

which we now drink /acramentally (in the Euchariſt) as a 

Symbol or Emblem of Chriſt's Blood ||. Hence Nine is ſaid 

( Judg. ix. 13, and Pf. civ. 15.) to cheer both God and 

Man (Heb. wins anuſbim, fallen Men) namely, 

ſacramentally F and zypically, as an Emblem of Chriſt's 

Blood, which was to be ſhed for us; and without which, 

God could neither be ſazisfied and appeaſed, nor Man re- 

deemed and ſaved ; ſo, neither cheered ++. But after the 

Blood of Chrift was ſhed, the Wine, which was before pre- 
figurative, became then commemorative, of it; and ſo, be- 

came a new Emblem, and was to be drank in a new Light, 

namely, as a Memorial of Chriff's having ſhed his Blood.

What Day was 
this? Was it not that Day, when Sr. Peter ſays (Acts x. 41.) 
The Diſciples did eat and drink with him, after he roſe from 
the Dead? when He was known to them in breaking of 
Bread, (Luke xxiv. 35.) namely, the /acramental Bread. 
And is not the Reſurrection of Chriſt from the Dead, the 
Kingdom of God here mentioned? who had now purchaſed 
a Church with his own Blood, that is, with the Blood of 
Chriſt, which is called (Acts xx. 28.) the Blood of God f. 
The Juice of the Vine, that is, the Blood of Chriſt, the true 
Vine, had now been mewly let out; and fo, Chriſt calls 
drinking it then, drinking it new ||, as his Blood had h 
really atoned, but before he ſuffered, only gypically.

Or the Kingdom of Grace, the Goſpe!-Diſpenſation, which was to commence 

immediately upon Chriſt's Reſurrection; as He himſelf ſeems to interpret it, in this 
very Parable, as it is related by St. Matthew, chap. xxi. wherein he makes the Jews 
ſtand ſelf· condemned by their own Anſwers, for rejecting him, and ſays to them, 
Verſe 43, Therefore, ſhall the Kingdom of God be taken from you, and given to @ 
| Nation bringing forth the Fruits thereof. See likewiſe Luke xxii. 16, where 
Chriſt ſays to his Diſciples, I will not any more eat of this Paſſover, untill it be 
fulfilled in the Kingdom of God. The typical Paſſover was realized and fulfilled 
in Chriſt our true Paſſover; and the Kingdom of God, of Chriſt Cod, ther 
commenced, when it was fulfilled; which was a Kingdom of Grace to us, 
and of Glory to Chriſt; and at his Aſcenſion, he went and took poſſeſſion 
of it, for himſelf, and us. |

| likewiſe Chrift ſays of the Wine (Matth. xxvi. 28. Mark 

xiv. 24.) juſt before he was going to ſuffer, This is my Blood 
of the New-Teſtament. The Blood of the Old was the y- 
pical Blood of the figurative Sacrifices ; the Blood of the 
New was the real Blood of Chriſt, the real Sacrifice; which 
was now no longer to be Hpically repreſented by the Blood 
of Beaſts, as under the O/d-Teſtament, but commemoratively, 
by the Blood of the Grape, the Juice of the Vine; which 
muſt fir} be trodden out, in the Wine-Preſs, as Chriſt's 
Blood muſt firft be ſhed upon the Croſs, before the one could 
ſacramentally, or the other really, cheer God and Man. 
And this reminds me of ſome remarkable Particulars, men- 
tioned of the Wine-Preſs, in Scripture, which ſeem to point 

us direfly to the Croſs of Chri/i : Thus Rev. xiv. 20, it is 
ſaid, The Wine Preſs was trodden without the City, alluding 
to Chriſt's Suffering without the Gate, (Heb. xiii. 12.) and 
it is ſaid, moreover, That Blood came out of the Wine-Preſs, 
correſpondent to the Expreſſion of :he Blood of the Croſs 
(Col. i. 20. 


Thus 
* As Chriſt's ſuffering the Wrath of God, and ſhedding his Blood for 
us, is repreſented to us, under the expreſſive bleeding Image of the Vine 
trodden in the Wine-Preſs, ſo they that proudly diſdain to accept of his S. 
ferings, muſt ſuffer for themſelves, and take his Place in the Mine-Preſs, that 
is, the Place that he took for them; and Chriſt, in the ſame expreſſive Image, 
threatens te /rample them Himſelf, for rejecting him; as they may ſee, in 1/aiah 
Ixiti. which Portion of Scripture has generally been applied to Chriſt's Suf- 
ferings, but the Context plainly ſpeaks of his taking Vengeance of his Ene- 
nies: It is there ſaid, in prophetick Viſion to Chriſt, Who is this that cometh 
from Edom, with dyed Garments from Bozrah? FHherefore art thou red in 
thine Apparel, and thy Garments hike Him, that treadeth in the Wine-Fat ? 
Chriſt anſwers: I have trodden the Wine-Preſs alone, and of the People, there 
was none With me; for 1 will tread them in mine Anger, and trample them in my 
Fury; and their Blood ſhall be ſprinkled upon my Garments; and I will ſtain all 
my Raiment: For the Day of Vengeance is in mine Heart, and the Year of my Re- 
deemed is come. | 
Correſpondent to this, it is ſaid of Him, Rev. xix. 15, as taking Vengeance 
likewiſe: He treadeth the Wine-Preſs of the Ficrceneſs and Wi ath of Almighty God.

Thus ar, I think, all the Circumſtances of the Parable 
exactly tally; and are deſcriptive of the typical Circum-

Diſobedience T. God therefore, in the next Words, makes 
a folemn Appeal to them, ſaying: And now O Inbabi- 
tants of Jerutalem, and Men of Judah, judge, T pray you, 
betwixt me and my Vineyard: What could have been done 
more to my Vineyard, (my Church) that I have not done in 
u I have driven out the offenſrve Heathen before 
you, and mncloſed and fenced you in, on every Side ; have 
taken you into my Favour and Protection, and under the 
Shadow and Influence of my holy Spirit; I have furniſhed 
you with Temple and Altar, to approach me by Prayer 
and Sacrifice; with Prophets, to forewarn you of The 
Dangers attending your Vineyard, and foretell you the 
Things concerning your Peace; with Prie/ts, typically to 
mediate between me and yor, to repreſent to you your 
Great Mediator, your Great Higbb-Prieſt, (Heb. iv. 14.) who 
is to offer himſelf to me a Sacrifice, for you all, the real

And now, ſays God, Fudge, I pray you, between me and 
any Vineyard; that is, I appeal to yourſelves, I appeal to

This is Part of the Patriarch Jacob's Bleſſing, pronounced upon his Son Judeh. 
The Aſs was the Hieroglyphick of Drudgery, Hard-Labour, and bearing of 
Burdens, as it bears whatever Men pleaſe to lay on it; in which Reſpects, it 
was figurative of the ſtupendous ſervile Office of Chrift for us, who was to bear 
the Burden of our Sins and Sorrows, the Iniquity of us all being to be laid upon 
Him, Iſaiah liii. 6. And therefore he entered Feruſalem, as King triumphant, 
yet meek, fitting on a Colt, the Hole of an Aſs, the Hieroglyphick of bearing or 
enduring, as I have aid, becauſe he was to ride /r7umphant through Sufferings. 
This was prefigured (Judges v. 10.) by the Judges, or Rulers, in I/ael, (who 
were Types of Chriſt in the Fleſh) riding on white She-Aſſes; the Aſſes repre- 
ſenting CHhriſt's Indurance, or bearing our Sins, and their Vhiteneſs, his Purity 
and Innocence, under all his Sufferings. But why She-Afes? (the Word of God 
ſays nothing without a Meaning) Is not this to refer us to the Nature of thoſe 
Creatures, which, it ſeems, do not bring forth their Young, but in the Dark, 
(Pierii Hiereglyb. p. 144.) as Chriſt by lying in Darkneſs and the Grave, for a 
while, was to bring us forth to Light and Glory, namely, at his Reſurrection; and 
ſo we are called (Luke xx. 36.) the Children of the Reſurrection. And God is 
ſaid (1. Pet. i. 3.) to have begotten us again unto a lively Hope, by the Reſurrection 
of Jeſus Chriſt from the Dead; who according to the Promiſe made to him in 
Iſaiah liii. 11, was 10 ſee of the Travail of his Soul, and be ſatisfied ; and therefore 
he exults in Spirit, and lays, Behold I, and the Children, which God hath given 
me, Heb ii. 13, quoted from {/aiah viii. 18. Part of Judab's Bleſſing then 
was to bind his Aſs's Colt to the choice Vine, that is, to have his Sufferings faſtened 
ta the true Vine, Chriſt, and to waſh his Garments in Wine, and his Clothes in the 
Blood of Grapes, that is, in CHriſt's Blood. Thus Judah was inveſted with a 
double Character, and ſtood as Repreſentative, firſt of Chriſt, with his Vefture 
dipt in Blood, Revel. xix. 13; and then of his People, who have waſhed their 
Robes, and made them white in the Blood of the Lamb, 1b. vii. 14. See the 
learned Mr. Holloway's Originals, Vol. II. p. 117. and 159.

43.) ſaying : The Days ſpall come upon 
thee, that thine Enemies ſhall caſt a Trench about thee, and encompaſs thee 
round, and keep thee in, on every Side (as the Roman Army did, according to

you will prevent my repeating the Abplications, by recol- 

lecting them your/etves, as I go along. 

Mark xii. 1, And Jeſus began to ſpeak unto them by Pa- 
rables: A certain Man planted a Vineyard, and ſet an 
Hedge about it, and digged a Wine-Fat, and built a 


Tower, and let it out to Huſbandmen, and went into a far 


Country; and at the Seaſon, he ſent to the Huſbandmen, a 
Servant, that he might receive from the Huſbandmen, of the 
Fruit of the Vineyard, and they caught him, and beat him, 
and ſent him away empty; and again be ſent unto them 
another Servant, whom they ftoned ; and again another, 
whom they killed, and many others, beating ſome, and 
killing /one. 

I doubt not, but you are already beforehand with me, in 
applying zhe/e Servants to the Prophets, whom God from 
Time to Time, ſent to the Fewiſp Church, as he ** him- 
ſelf, in the Prophet Jeremiah vii. 25. 

Since hi Day that your Fathers came e forth out of the 
Land of Egypt, unto this Day, I have even ſent unto you 
all my Servants, the Prophets, daily riſing up early, and 


e them: And whom they as daily, from Time to 


Time, did bear, fone, and kill, as our Saviour here fays 


they did. 


He goes on, in the Parable, ad ſays: Having therefore . 
one Son, his Well- beloved, (which is the very ame of 
Chriſt in the foregoing Barakle be ſent Him alſo laſt unto 


chem, ſaying, They will reverence my Son ; but thoſe Huſ- 


bandmen ſaid among ft tbemſelves, This is the Heir, come, let 


us + Kill Him, and the Inheritance ſhall be our's; and they 
took

took him, and killed him, and caſt him out of the 
Vineyard, 

What therefore, ſays our Saviour, ſhall the Lord of the 
Vineyard do? He will come, and deſtroy the Huſbandmen, 
and will give the Vineyard unto others, who ſhall render 
him the Fruits in their Seaſons, (Matth. xxi. 41.) Upon 
this, Verſe xii. The Jews ſought to lay hold on Chriſt, but 
feared the People; for they knew that g had ſpoken the Pa- 
rable againſt them, II 4 then they knew that Chri/t was 
the Pell. beloved, the Son, the Heir, that is here mentioned 
in the Parable; and for that Reaſon, they o him, they 
killed him, they caſt him out of their Vineyard ; but were 
wretchedly miſtaken, in ſaying, that the Inheritance ſhould be 
their s; for by this very Af, they diſinberited themſelves, 
cut themſelves off from God: For God, our Saviour, the 
Lord of this Vineyard, came, as he prophecied here, and 
miſerably deſtroyed theſe Huſbandmen, the Fews, about 
forty Years after, by the Roman Army; and that too, with 
ch a miſerable Deſtruction, as has never been heard of, 
ſince the Foundation of the World, zo this Day; and he 
gave their Vineyard to others, even to Us, who are now the 
Church of God, and are accordingly to bring ford the 
Fruits of his mneard, in due Seaſon. 

The Jews, whom we frequently meet walking is in our 
Streets, are the wretched Remains of thoſe niſerable Huſ- 
bandmen, mentioned in the Parable; and are dilperſed up 
and down, upon the Face of the Earth, as living Monu- 
ments of the Wrath of God, upon an unkelicving, finful 
People. Let Us then take Warning by their dreadful, ſad 
Example; for if God ſpared not the natural Branches, but 
. and broke them of, from the Vi ine, rom Chriſt, 1 
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will not ſpare: Us, who are only adopted and ingraſted in 
their Room. Let Us take Care then to be found in Ghrift, 
as fruiiful Brancbes of the true ¶ ine, bearing forth the " 
Fruit of Faith and Obedience, 
And this brings me in the ſecond Place, briefly to con- 

ſider the Mature of the Vine, and its Branches, as deſcribed 
in Scripture; from whence it will appear, how fgmficant 
and expreſſive Emblems they are, of the my/tical Body of 
Chrift, and his Members; that is, of our fallen Nature, 
raiſed again, and Supporita, by Ghrifi's uniting it to his 
divine Nature 
We find the Yine-Tree deſcribed i in the fifteenth Chapter 
of Ezekiel, thus:

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Improvement. It is very remarkable, that there is no Tree 
in the World, that wants ſo much continua propping, and 
ſupporting, as the ine does: And does not ovr weak and 
frail, and prone Human Nature continually want the ſame? 
W'e could not /uppor: our ſerves, no, not when innocem and 
whole, any more, than the / ine could; and when we were 
fallen, we forfeited the Sruppurt we Lad; were, in ourſelves, 
become abſolutely wnſerviceuble to any good Uſe, or any 
good Work; we had been cut off from God, and as the 
worthleſs, Lim: before mentioned, ca/? away to be burnt, 
and were well nigh unto burning + But Cori took this 
worthleſs Vine, the fallen Human e and united it to 
bis own divine Muture; and by this divine Union, he not 
only raiſed it again, and ſupforted it, but purified its Fuice, 
our tainted Bleed, by mncorporating it, with his own pure 
Blood, infuſing into it, from his own effential Life, the 
Power of an endleſs Life and ſo, by becoming the re 
Hine, he became to us, the true Tree of Life, which we 
forfeited; making us Branches of the Tree it/elf, that is, 
Members of his myſtical Body, by a vital Union of himſelf 
with us ; and as a Pleage of this vital Union, he in/tiuuted 
and conſecrated Wine in the Sacrament, which is the Fuice 
of the ine, and called the Blood of the Grape, (as before 
mentioned) and which naturally cheers, ſirengthens, and 
refreſhes us, as the Blood of Chrift ſpiritually does; and fo, 
the Mine very fitly becomes, by this Conſecration, the fa- 
cred Symbol or Emblem of Chriſt s Blood; and that too, by 
the csc. Analogy; the natural Efficiency of the one, in 
our Bodies, exactly correſponding to the ſpiritual Eflicacy of 
the other, upon our Souls; ſo tar at leaſt, as Spirizuals can

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us, any otherwiſe : Hence it is, that our Saviour, by a Com- 
munication of Names and Properties, expreſly called the 
Wine, his Blood, when he inſtituted it, at the laſt Supper, 
(Matth. xxvi. 28.) And indeed, well might he expreſs him- 
ſelf thus emphatically of the Wine, ſaying, This is my 
Blood; for Wine is the Fuice of the Vine, as I have ſaid, 
and He was the zrue ine; and now we lee the Propriety 
of the Expreſſion, as well as of the Iuſtitution, and likewiſe 
the Impropriety of the Roman Church's witholding the Cup 
from the Laity; which they themſelves too may fee, from 
Jobn vi. 53, where Chriſt ſays, Except ye eat the Fleſh of 
the Son of Man, and drink his Blood, ye have no Life in 
you, that is, no ſpiritual Lie; fo that They, who commu- 
nicate of one Kind only, in the Eucharift, and They, who 
never communicate of either, know not what they do ; the 
one ſeem to commemorate an unbleeding Saviour, the other, 
none at all: But indeed, an unbleeding Saviour is no Saviour; 
for without ſhedding, of Blood, there is no Remiſſion, (Heb. 
ix, 22.) and fo, without pouring of Wine, there is no 
Commemoration. It was neceſſary therefore, that the Vuice 
of the Vine ſhould be let out, that is, that the Blood of 
Chriſt, the true Yine, ſhould be ſhed; and accordingly that 
He, the true ine, might ſuffer for the worthleſs Vine, the 
Human Mature, what the Human Nature, the worthle/s 
Line, fhould have ſuffered ſelf, He voluntarily ſubmitted 
both to the Krfe and Fire of God's Wrath, to enable Us, 
the Branches, (by a ſpiritual Purgation) to bring forth 
Fruit, inflantaneouſly, as the Branches of the natural Vine 
do; of which, it is very remarkable, that the Shoots of the 
Year put forth Fruit, the ſame Year. In like Manner, 
ſhould we, as Branches of the true Vine, Chriſt, inſtantly 
bring forth the good Fruit of Faith and good Works.

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And thus I hope, I have been plain and intelligible e- 
nough, to make it appear to you, from the Mature of the 
Vine, and its Branches, how deſcriptive and beautiful Em- 
blems, they are, of the uyftical Body of Chrift, and his 
Members; that is, of the fallen human Mature, raiſed a- 
gain, and ſupported, and made fruitful, by Chriſt's uni- 
ting it to his divine Mature, 


To conclude: Well then might Christ ſay, in the Chap- 
ter, from whence my Text is taken, I am the true Vine, 
and my Father (the divine Efſence) is the Huſbandman ; 
every Branch in me, that beareth not Fruit, he taketh a- 


way; namely, as Vine-Dreſſers are uſed to do, who cut off 


thoſe Shoots, or Branches, which bear no Frut;) a plain 
Leſſon of Iaſtruction and Warming to thoſe, who are only 
nominal Chriſtians, nominal Branches in Chriſt, but not 
practical, fruitful ones; Chriſt goes on, and fays, And 
every Branch, that bearcth Fruit, He purgeth it, (namely, 
by the ſalutary Cultivation and pruning of Affictions, 
Trials, Troubles, and Croſſes; thus purifying it, and 
paring away the Excreſcences and Superfluines of corrupt 
degenerate Mature, that it may bring forth more Fruit; 
and then he exhorts his Diſciples, thus, abide in me, and I 


in you; as the Branch cannot bear Fruit, of 7:/e!f, except is 


abide in the Vine, o more can ye, except ye abide in me; 
J am the Vine, ye are the Branches; he that abideth in wry 
and I in him, he ſame bringeth forth much Fruit; i = 
without me, (or, as it is in the Original *, and in the Mar- 
gins of our Teſtaments, ſever d fron me) ye can do no- 
thing ; / a Man abide not in me, he is Faj forth, as a

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Branch, and is withered ; and they gather them, and caſ 
them into the Fire, and 'hey are burnt : A very plain Leſſon 
and Warning to our /elf-ſufficient Deiſis and Moraliſis, who 
do not abide in Chriſt, but have ſevered, and cut tbemſelves 
off from him, by denying him; ſo, they can bring forth no 
Fruit to Perfection, to Halb bon; nay, no Fruit at all, that 
is acceptable to God, however they are pleaſed to flatter and 


decerve themſelves; for having no vital Union with Chriſt, 


the true Vine, the true Tree of Life, they can have no 
Life, no ſpiritual Life, in them, as having no ſpiritual 
Support from Him; but are like Hunter cut off from the 
Tree; which therefore muſt neceſſarily wither and die, by 
the natural ſettled Courſe of Things, in this World; and 


lo muſt hey too, thus ſevered from Chrift, the Tree of 


Life, per! 65 by the /pirizual Order and Oeconomy eſta- 
bliſhed for the ext. 


Let us therefore (once more) take care to be found i 
Chriſt, as living Branches of the true Vine; lo ſhall we 
draw from this vital Union with Him, ſpiritual Supplies 


and Strength, to enable us to be continually putting forth 
the good Fruit of Faith and good Works; till from the Vur- 
ſery of this our Earth, He tranſplant us into his heavenly 
Paradiſe; there to live and flouriſh with Him, in never- 
tading eh. Glory.

28.) was, in reality, flying to Chri/t, and 
laying hold on his Divinity, for Protection from divine Juſtice. Hence the 
frequent Mention of Horns, in Scripture, ſometimes to denote the /pirity- 
al Strength, derived to Believers, from the ſpiritual Irradiation of Chriſi's Di- 
vinity; and ſometimes the boaſted falſe Glory and Power of Unbelievers.

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Theſe Words then denote, that the Vineyard was ſituated

without the divine Blood of the God-man, Chriſt ; which 
is plainly intimated to us, by the good. Samaritan, by 
whom, was meant Chr:/?, pouring“ Oil and Wine into our

pouring Oil and Wine into the Wounds, may conſult YValefus de Sacrd Phileſo- 
phid, p. 420, where he ſays, Cur vino et oleo uteretur, duplex ratio eſt; nam 
vinum mundat, (as the Blood of Chriſt cleanſeth us from all Sin, 1 John i. 
confortat, et ſiccat ulceratam partem; oleum vero ſanat, (as the Holy Spirit healeth 
all our Infirmities, James v. 16.) circumcirca exiſtentes fovet, et, fi que eſt in illis 
doloris cauſa, mitigat; itaque bonus ille Samaritanus, cn pie ſolum, ſed pruden- 
ter etiam videtur ſuccurriſſe; idem etiam medicamentum utile fit ad partes verberibus 
contuſas ſimul, et dilaceratas; quod innuitur etiam illis verbis Iſaiæ, capite primo;

Wounds, Luke x. 34; that is, applying his own cheering, 
cleanſing Blood, with the healing Influence of the Holy Spi- 
ri, to cure thole Younds, that Satan and Sin had made 
in our Souls; we had fallen among Thieves, among /þiritual 
MWicledneſſes in high Places, (Eph. vi. 12.) who had tripped 
us of our Innocence, and wounded us, and departed, leav- 
ing us, half dead, dead in our Soul, our better Half dead 
to God, in Treſpaſſes and Sins; (Eph. ii. 1.) The ical 
Prieſt, and Levite of the Law, came, and looked on us, 
and paſſed by, on the other Side; They could not relieve us; 


none, but Chriſt, our good Samaritan, could, and did; He 


came, where we were, into this our Yale of Sin and Miſery, 
where we lay ſtretched out like ſo many wretched Obſecto, 


full of Founds, and Bruiſes, and putrifying Sores, deſparing, — 


and dying under them: And when He jaw us, He had 
Compaſſion on us, and came to us, and bound up our Wounds, 
pouring in, Oil, and Wine; thus taking Care of us, at his 


own Expence, the Expence of his Blood, and of the Holy 


Spirit, which by his Blood, He purchaſed for us; and no- 
thing but the divine Efficacy of Theſe, poured into our 
EE "OE  Wounas, 


whole Head is ſick, and the whole Heart faint; from the Sole of the Foot, even 


unto the Head, there is no Soundneſs in it, but Wounds, and Bruiſes, and putri- 
fying Sores; they have not been cloſed, neither bound up, neither mollified 
(ee beſbemen) with Oil. There was a total Corruption then both of Heart, 
and Mind, in the People of I/-ae!; and the Prophet here complains, that they 
had not applied the Remedy, which was the gracious healing Influence of 
the Holy Spirit, here phyſically repreſented to them by the Oil.

cere, ut nullum veſtigium appareat.
